Niagara Falls, Ont., June 9.—The 


mediators today 
submitted to the 


Mexican delegates the counter 
pro- 


posal of the American government for 
the 
pacificatign 
of 'Mexico. 
The 


American plan is with few modifica- 
tions the same as that which 
the 


mediators and Mexican delegates re- 
cently agreed upon and ot which Gen- 
eral Huerta approved. It provides for 
transferring the executive power in 
Mexico from the present regime to a 
new provisional government 
which 


•will in a few months conduct election 
for president, vice-president and mem- 
bers of congress. 


No Names Mentioned. 
No names have been agreed upon 
between the Mexican or American 
delegates for the 
new provisional 
president or 
his cabinet, in fact, 


neither side has yet made its nomi- 
nation, 
The program of the proceedings is 
about as follows: 
Within a day or two the Mexican 


plan and the American plan will have 
been dovetailed into one and a full 
conference 
of 
all 
parties will be 


called. 
Final approval is not expected im- 
mediately from either parties, how- 
pver, as.the mediators then will ask 
the American delegates to ascertain 
Ihe attitude of the constitutionalists. 
This may proceed through the Wash- 
ington government or in any manner 
the delegates choose. The mediators 
will take a brief recess in the mean- 
time. 
Willing to Compromise. 
Should there be any new suggestion. 


from the constitutionalists the United 
States government will endeavor to 
prrive at a compromise with them. 
When an agreement is reached the 
result will again be placed before the 
mediation board and the Huerta dele- 
gates. The expectation is that if the 
constitutionalists are willing to dis- 
cuss these plans with the American 
government, an 
agreement 
can be 
reached in a short time as the pro- 
gram already makes provision for lib- 
eral participation by the constitution- 
alists in the new provisoinal govern- 
ment. 


The correspondence between the 
mediators and the constitutionalists 
is expected to be brought to an end 
in another day or two. The mediators 
are insistent on their original terms— 
declaration of an armistice and broad- 
ening thejliscussion from internation- 
al to internal questions. 
The constitutionalists are willing to 
meet,the mediators on a satisfactory 
basis as to the latter's point, but they 
are> absolutely determined against de- 
clarins-any armistice. 


Ask No Reparation. 


.An intimation that the United States 
would not demand renaration for the 
losses sustained at- Vera Cruz or ex- 
pect to be recouped for the enormous 
expenditures already made in an at- 
tempt to pacify Mexico, was given to 


the Mexican delegates soon after the 
conference opened. This made it easy 
ror .the opposing delegates to meet 
harmoniously, 
it 
was 
responsible 
largely for the ease with which a gen- 
eral understanding was reached be- 
tween them and it lent consistency 
to the American proposal that consid- 
eration be given to the constitutional- 
ist cause. 


The submission yesterday of 
the 
American 
plan accompanied by a 
verbal statement of the delegates re- 
moved all that this country was not 
disposed 
to make any unnecessary 
drain upon Mexico's already depleted 
finances. 


It was announced by the mediation 
plenipotentiaries last night that they 
would make public their correspond- 
ence with the constitutionalists, but 
word was received today through the 
American delegates that General Car- 
ranza's answer to their latest note 
already had been dispatched to Wash- 
ington and would be forwarded by 
Rafael Zubaran. 


It was decided therefore to with- 
hold publication for the present the 
communications from the mediators in 
reply to the note brought here from 
Juan F. Urquidi referred to a para- 
graph saying that the difference be- 
tween the United States and Mexico 
ought "not to be received without con- 
stitutionalists being represented." 
The mediators asked if this meant 
that General Carranza was willing to 
enter the negotiations 
on 
original 
terms and if so said that delegates 
should be sent at once. 
No answer from the constitutional- 
ists which does not declare for imme- 
diate armistice will permit them to 
enter the negotiations. The mediators 
have taken a firn stand on this point 
and whatever communication on the 
subject Mr. Zubaran may send now, 
as a result of his telegraphic confer- 
ences with General Carra,nza, will not, 
alter the program outlined by the me-i 
diators unless 
an 
armistice is de- 
clared. 
The constitutionalists have argued 
that to declare an armistice without 
knowing in advance the terms ol the 
peace plan, is like buying an article 
of apparel without knowing whether it 
will lit or not. They maintained that 
their military organisation cannot be 
disrupted for a short period and held 
at rest without considering danger of 
losi'xt their troops. 
After a conference 
between the 
meuiators and the Mexican delegates, 
it was learned that the counter re- 
positive plans of the United States 
were not entirely satisfactory, but the 
Mexican delegates 
expressed 
confi- 
dence-that in a. few more conferences 
the points in this agreement would be 
adjoined. 
General predictions were

Decision By Supreme Court In Indian 


Liquor Cases Declares Large 


Territory "Dry."

Minneapolis, 
June 
9.—When the 
United States supreme court reversed 
the decision of the district court in 
the so-called Indian liquor cases yes- 
terday, the action not only had the 
effect of declaring "dry" a fifteen 
thousand square mile section in cen- 
tral and northern Minnesota, but may 
cause two-thirds of the' cities in this 
state and Duluth to be placed in the 
prohibition column. 
The territory included is in a treaty 
upon which the supreme court passed 
directly, covers a portion of the cen- 
tral part of Minnesota larger than 
three New England 
States. 
It in- 
cludes all or a portion 
of 
thirteen 


counties. 
Although the liquor question only 
directly effects the territory covered 
by a treaty of the government with 
the Chippewa Indians in 1855, it was 
believed by many familiar with the 
case that the decision is equally ef- 
fective in regard to the two previous 
pacts covered by the greater portion 
of western Minnesota and from the 
prohibition 'clause in 1855 was Occu- 
pied. If enforced literally, all of this 
city west of the Mississippi river and 
all of Duluth will be dry territory, un- 
less congress sees fit to lift the li- 
quor list.

or postponing public ex- 
penditures in all possible directions 
until after the primaries and elections 
or the year 1914 are held."

Highest Virtues of the Turkish Race 


Preserved Intact In Woman is 


Claim of Leader.

Constaninople, Turkey, June 9.—All 
but wiped from the face of Europe by 
the political 
calamities that in the 
past three years have assailled it, 
Turkey still 
has 
within 
itself the 
power to rise phoenix-like to one of 
the most brilliant futures of a mod- 
ern civilized nation. And this for the 
very simple reason that up to the 
present moment, one entire half of 
the Turkish 
people has 
conserved 
within itself, intact and uncontami- 
nated, all those primitive virtues and 
qualities of the race that once en- 
abled it to sweep across a goodly por- 
tion of Asia, Africa and Europe. That 
half of the Turkish people Is just now 
coming into its own, and that half is 
the Turkish woman. 
So declared Madame Rifaat, wife of 
Rifaat Bey, and leader of the femin- 
ist movement 
in Turkey. 
She de- 
clared it, too, with a zeal, a faith, a 
conviction shining in her eyes and 
faith that could not be greater than 
her zeal and her faith and her con- 
viction in the eternal tenets of the 
Koran itself. Madame Rifaat's ex- 
position of -Turkish feminism—and the 
consequent 
future 
salvation of the 
Turkish race and nation—took place 
in the solon of her home surrounded 
by the other women of the Turkish 
household all of whom sanctioned her 
declarations. As she talked 
Rifaat 
Bey. husband and high official of the 
Turkish cavalry, passed the inevitable 
Turkish 
cigarette 
to all present—• 
women and men alike—and listened 
with 
sympathetic approval to his 
wife's statements. His attitude alone 
bore wonderful evidence of the pro- 
gress feminism has made in Turkey. 
. "The highest virtues of the Turkish 
race have been preserved intact in 
the Turkish 
woman," declared Mad- 
ame Rifaat. "In fact it is really re- 
markable that centuries of sad almost 
cloister-like seclusjon have in no way 
sterilized the soul of the Turkish wom- 
an or inflicted incurable warpings on 
her heart. Coupled with this conser- 
vation of all the highest qualities of 
the Turkish race 
in general, 
the 
Turkish woman has also retained one 
quality particular to her which in it- 
self is sufficient to restore the great- 
ness of the Turkish people and that 
is her love of live. By love of live, 
I do not mean mere love of existence, 
but love of actual active living in the 
highest sense of the term. Our faith 
and our religion is an active one, and 
our life must be the same. 
"This inherent quality in the soul 


of the 
Turkish woman cannot be 
.iudged merely by observing us who 
have traveled, studied and come in 
contact with European civilization. It 
can instead be best judged in the 
countless thousands of poor, Turkish 
women, who went through the last 
great tragedy of our race—the tragedy 
of a lost war. 
Wh^n .all their men 
had been 
killed, those unheard 'of 
heretofore segregated woman loaded 
onto the ox carts their miserable be- 
longings .their babies and tlreir.help- 
less aged, and following the carts on 
foot for hundreds upon hundreds of 
miles, founded new nests In which to 
re-establish their life. 
This they did 
not for religion, 
not for patriotism 
but for merely from a heroic desire 
to live, a desire that could not be 
conquered." 


PITTSBURGH MINERS 


RETURNING TO WORK 


Adjustments In Wage Scale and Pro- 


viding of New Safety Lamps 


Settle Differences.

Pittsburgh, June 9.—Adjustment of 
the wage scale in the Pittsburgh dis- 
trict resulted today in many of the 
forty thousand miners returning to 
work under a coiftract that is to be 
enforced for two years. Machine men 
are to be paid 69c a ton and miners 
|1.00 a ton, and each miner will be 
provided with an electric safety lamp 
worn on his cap. The lamps are pro- 
vided with power from storage bat- 
tery, which is charged every day be- 
fore the miner 
begins 
work. 
The 
lamp is surrounded with every possible 
safeguard, allowing a miner to work 
with the benefit of a strong light 
which he can direct to the point where 
it is most needed. 
Authorities say 
the lamps will cost the company ap- 
proximately $250,000.

, .When the housekeeper attempts, to 
reduce ter meat bill by using the lesp 
extensive cuts, j;elie encounters two 
difficulties—toughness and lack of fla- 
vor. Allcihnscle consists of tinjr tuoe- 
like flberf bbin4 together In Bundles 
and groups of bundles by a membrane 
Galled connective tissue. Tenderness 
depends on, "the character of these 
(Fibers and the connective tissue, which 
are .naturally mdst 'tender in.the miia- 
cle of ,youAg animals or in tbose mus- 
cles of older animals which have not 
i>ej?n extensively, used. The flavor of 
tpeaf. depends partly on the fat, -which 
is. scattered all through the tissues 
composing- the muscle, but mainly on 
the "extractives," so called because 
they can he dissolved out or "eac- 
iracted'' by soaking in cold water. 
Tlie-quality of the extractives and the 
resulting flavor of the meat vary with' 
the .condition of the animal and in 
different, parts of its body, the higher 
priced cuts containing more extract- 
ives, or extractives of a more pleasing 
flavor. The extractives have little or 
no nutritive value In themselves, but 
they are of great importance In caus- 
ing the secretion of digestive juices 
att the proper, time, in the -right 
amount, and of the right chemical 
composition. It is this quality which 
justifies the taking of soup at the be- 
ginning of a meal, and the giving of 
broths, meat extracts and similar 
preparations to fivalida and weak per- 
sons. These foods contain little nu- 
tritive material, but they do aid in 
digestion of other foods. 


The heat of cooking dissolves the 


connective tissue of tough meat and 
in a measure makes it more tender, 
but heat above the boiling point or 
even 'a little lower tends to change 
the texture of muscle fibers. Hence 
tough ..meat must be carefully cooked 
In low heaT long applied in order to 
soften the connective tissue without 
unduly changing the fiber. Cooking, 
especially In ws.ter, presents a further 
danger, namely, the escape into the 
.water of, the nutritious material in the 
meat. 
In eases where the liquid In 


.which the meat Is cooked is to be 
used, as in soups and some stews, 
this is less important, or It may even 
be an advantage, but where the meat 
only la to be used the fact must al- 
ways be taken into consideration. Not 
only is the amount of nutritive mate- 
rial in the meat lessened, but the ex- 
tractives are, lost and with them more 
or less of the flavor the meat origi- 
nally possessed. To lessen the chance 
of loss, cooks frequently sear the ex- 
terior of the meat either in hot fat 
or in boiling water before beginning 
long cooking, or tough meat may be 
pounded or chopped to break down 
the tissues to a certain extent, and 
thus permit shorter cooking.
